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Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  at  *'  Old  Penn/' 

The  spirit  and  atmosphere  of  fraternity  life  has  nowhere 
been  so  beautifully  portrayed  as  in  those  exquisite  opening  lines 
of  "  Thanatopsis,"  where  the  poet,  describing  the  bond  of  love 
existing  between  man  and  nature,  says  : 

"  To  him  who,  in  the  love  of  nature,  holds 

Communion  with  her  invisible  form,  she  speaks 

A  various  language ;  for  his  gayer  hours 

She  has  a  voice  of  gladness,  and  a  smile 

And  eloquence  of  beauty  ;  and  she  glides 

Into  his  darker  musings  with  a  mild 

And  healing  sympathy,  that  steals  away 

Their  sharpness  ere  he  is  aware." 
Thus  it  is  with  the  Lares  and  Penates  of  our  chapter  home. 
Sitting  enthroned  therein,  they,  too,  have  a  "  voice  of  gladness, 
and  a  smile  for  our  gayer  hours,"  while,  for  our  sadder  moments, 
there  is  the  tender  sympathy  "  that  steals  away  their  sharpness 
ere  we  are  aware." 

Here,  then,  we  breathe  the  true  fraternal  spirit — engendered, 
as  it  is,  by  the  close  companionship,  the  communal  interest,  and, 
above  all,  by  the  sound  principles  and  high  ideals  of  2  4>  E. 

Just  as  it  is  with  the  brothers  within  the  chapter,  so  it  is 
with  the  chapters  within  the  fraternity— a  full  and  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  environment  influencing  each  is  essential  to 
the  development  of    that  close  relationship,  unselfish  and  sacri- 
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ficing,  which  has  led  the  Greek  one  step  nearer  the  ultimate 
destiny  of  man — universal  brotherhood. 

Now,  "  that  we  may  know  each  other  better,"  we,  of 
Pennsylvania  Delta,  will  tell  to  you,  our  sister  chapters,  our 
life — tell  of  our  University  home,  of  our  chapter  home. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania,  which  is  our  University 
home,  ranks  among  the  oldest,  largest,  and  best  equipped  of 
American  institutions  for  higher  education.  Founded  in  1740,  by 
Benjamin  Franklin,  the  great  Ameiican  statesman  and  philosopher, 
Pennsylvania  became  the  third  university  in  America,  and  the 
first  established  without  the  pale  of  Ncav  England.  Situated,  as 
it  was,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia — a  colonial  metropolis  destined 
later  to  become  the  first  capital  of  the  United  States — its  early 
history  was  closely  associated  with  the  principal  events  in  the 
history  of  the  colonies,  and  also  in  the  period  of  the  Revolution, 
in  which  many  of  its  sons  took  a  leading  part.  Among  the 
signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepeudence  were  ten  men  who 
were  either  graduates  of  the  University  oi-  among  its  founders. 
Rich,  indeed,  is  the  heritage  of  the  years  to  the  men  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  growth  and  development  of  the  University  has  been  in 
keeping  with  that  of  the  country  and  the  demands  of  the  age. 
From  a  single  building,  at  Fourth  and  Arch  streets,  in  1740,  it 
has  now  spread  over  a  campus  covering  more  than  sixty  acres  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  containing  a  group  of 
over  seventy  buildings.  Of  these,  nineteen  are  devoted  to 
teaching  and  eleven  to  hospital  purposes.  The  others  are  the 
dormitories,  museums,  library,  dining,  alumni,  and  recreation 
halls,  and  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  buildings.  In  addition  to 
these  many  of  the  fraternities  and  the  Mask  and  Wig  Club  (the 
dramatic  organization  of  the  University)  occupy  buildings  of 
their  own,  while  the  Christian  Association  has  a  large  building 
in  the  Schuylkill  River  district  devoted  to  settlement  work. 

As  organized,  the  l^niversity  consists  of  a  number  of 
departments.  "The  College"  is  the  most  important  of  these, 
and   embraces   several   distinct  groups,    which    lead    to    various

degrees.  Under  the  Arts  group  are  included  the  courses  in  Arts 
and  Science,  the  Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce,  the 
School  of  Music,  and  the  Biological  Department.  These  grant 
the  following  degrees,  respectively  :  A.  B.  and  B.  S.,  B.  S.  in 
Economics,  B.  Mus.,  and  B.  S.  in  Biology.  Another  group, 
known  as  the  Towne  Scientific  School,  embraces  the  courses  in 
Architecture,  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering,  Mechanical, 
Electrical,  and  Civil  Engineering,  leading  to  the  degrees  B.  S. 
in  Architecture,  B.  S.  in  Chemistry,  B.  S.  in  Chemical 
Engineering,  and  B.  S.  in  Mechanical,  Electrical,  and  Civil 
Engineering,  respectively. 

The  other  departments  of  the  University  are,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Philosophy  ,  the  Law,  Medical,  Dental,  and  Veterinary 
Departments  ;  the  University  Hospital,  Wistar  Institute  of 
Anatomy,  Laboratory  of-  Hygiene,  Veterinary  Hospital,  the 
General  Librar}',  Department  of  Arclueology,  Flower  Astro- 
nomical Observatory,  Department  of  Physical  Education,  and 
the  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

All  the  Engineering  courses,  except  those  given  in  Chemistry, 
are  given  in  the  new  Engineering  Building,  which  is  the  largest 
on  the  campus,  having  a  floor  space  of  128,000  square  feet. 
Fitted  with  every  apparatus  used  for  instruction  in  an  engineer- 
ing school,  this  is  the  best  equipped  building  of  its  kind. 

Pennsylvania  holds  the  unique  distinction  of  having  estab- 
lished two  schools,  the  first  of  their  kind  in  America — the 
Medical  School,  established  1765,  and  graduating  its  first  class 
in  1768,  and  the  Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce, 
founded  by  Joseph  Wharton  in  1881.  The  latter,  although  a 
part  of  the  College,  occupies  a  separate  building,  known  as 
"  Logan  Hall,"  and  its  efficiency  and  the  success  of  its  graduates 
have  resulted  in  the  founding  of  similar  schools  in  many  other 
universities. 

Now  that  we  have  endeavored  to  give  you  a  definite  idea  of 
the  size,  equipment,  and  facilities  of  Pennsylvania,  we  will  turn 
to  those  phases  peculiarly  a  part  of  the  student  life.  Nearly 
4,500  students  enrolled  under  the  Red  and  Blue  last  year,  and  it 
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was,  indeed,  a  most  cosmopolitan  gathering,  drawn  from  the 
citizens  of  thirt5^-eight  foreign  countries,  and  containing  repre- 
sentatives from  every  State  in  the  Union. 

Although  sftuated  within  twelve  minutes'  ride  on  the  electric 
cars  from  the  centre  of  a  population  of  more  than  a  million  and 
a  half,  Pennsylvania,  with  its  ivy-covered  halls,  its  walks  and 
shrubbery,  its  well-kept  lawns,  diversified  here  and  there  by  tree- 
studded  terraces,  has  lost  little  of  that  fellowship  so  dear  to 
our  college  days. 

The  Houston  Club,  housed  in  beautiful,  graystone  Houston 
Hall,  is  the  centre  around  which  revolves  the  social  life  of  the 
University.  Everything  in  it  is  suggestive  of  rest  and  comfort  ; 
of  recreation  in  its  best  sense.  It  contains  writing  and  reading 
rooms,  where  may  be  found  the  daily  papers  from  the  Pacific 
to  the  Atlantic,  and  all  the  latest  magazines ;  also  a  library,  pool 
and  billiard  rooms,  dark  rooms  for  photography,  a  large  chapel 
for  the  services  of  the  Christian  Association;  and  trophy  rooms, 
filled  with  banners,  medals,  cups,  etc.,  rewards  of  many  a  hard- 
earned  victory.  The  walls  of  these  rooms  are  hung  with  the 
pictures  of  the  various  'Varsity  athletic  teams,  while  in  cabinets 
are  shown  the  foot-balls  and  base-balls  won  from  our  rivals,  with 
score  of  the  game  and  the  colors  of  the  defeated  college. 

The  dormitory  system  at  Pennsylvania,  generally  acknow- 
ledged to  be  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the  country,  has  been 
one  of  the  great  factors  in  developing  a  closer,  more  intimate 
student  life.  There  are  now  twenty-five  "  dorms.,"  as  they  are 
popularly  called,  in  which  nearly  a  thousand  of  the  .students 
live.  The  buildings,  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  illustrations, 
are  of  the  Tudor  Gothic  style,  and  are  not  communicating,  each 
house  having  its  own  staircase  and  entrance  leading  into  one  of 
ihe  court-yards.  There  are  three  of  these  little  court-yards, 
popularly  knouTi  as  "The  Little  Quad,"  "The  Triangle,"  and 
"The  Big  Quad."  The  entrance  to  the  dormitories  is  through 
a  beautiful  gateway  known  as  "  iMemorial  Towei,"  erected  in 
memory  of  the  sons  of  the  ITniversity  who  served  in  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  recent  war  with  Spain. 
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The  three  court-yards,  the  "  Down  Steps,"  "  The  Terrace,"  and 
other  familiar  spots  about  the  dormitories  are  favorite  meeting 
phices  for  rehearsals  of  college  songs  and  cheers,  for  mass- 
meetings  and  reunions,  and  for  celebrating  victories. 

At  Pennsylvania  physical  training  and  athletics  take  the 
place  to  which  they  are  entitled  in  the  curriculum  of  every  well- 
adjusted  educational  institution.  All  students  are  obliged  to  take 
some  foim  of  physical  exercise,  and  thus  many  whose  ability 
might  never  have  been  discovered  are  given  opportunities  of 
making  athletic  teams,  and  the  rest  sent  forth  to  their  future 
work  with  a  sound  body.  Every  sport  popular  among  college 
students  is  supported  by  the  students  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
gymnasium  and  Franklin  Field  are  the  generous  gift  of  thousands 
of  the  loyal  sons  of  the  University.  The  home  contests  are  held 
on  Fianklin  Field,  which  is  fitted  up  with  a  quarter  mile  track,  a 
base-ball  diamond,  a  foot-ball  field,  and  accommodations  for  field 
sports.  Stands,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  23,000,  enclose  three 
sides  of  the  field,  while  the  fourth  side  is  taken  up  by  the 
gymnasium  building  and  two  memorial  gates. 

On  this  field  have  taken  place  some  of  the  most  spectacular 
contests  in  the  count]-y.  Every  year  it  is  the  scene  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  foot-ball  game,  now  become  the  most  famous  struggle 
between  the  two  branches  of  the  service.  Here,  in  the  fall  of 
190G,  Bro.  George  J.  Lawrence,  the  'Varsity's  quarter-back,  led 
the  Pennsylvania  team  to  victory  over  Michigan  by  the  score  of  17 
to  0,  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  of  the  same  year,  he  generaled 
our  team  in  the  greatest  playing  ever  seen  on  Franklin  Field 
when  Pennsylvania  twice  held  Cornell  for  downs  within  the  one 
yard  line,  and  tied  the  game  with  the  score  of  0  to  0.  Brother 
Lawrence  was  also  a  member  of  the  'Varsity  basket-ball  team, 
and  this  last  year  was  one  of  the  old  championship  team  which 
played  an  exhibition  game  against  the  'Varsity,  the  new  inter- 
collegiate champions. 

Pennsylvania  is  noted  for  its  celebrations  and  class  scraps. 
The  latter  are  indeed  a  most  worthy  institution,  not  only  in  that 
they  tend  to  develop  that  comradeship  born  of  a  common  danger 
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and  a  common  cause,  but  also  a  forceful  manliness  and  a  self- 
reliance  of  inestimable  value  in  the  far  greater  struggles  to  come. 
At  best  the  University  is  but  an  epitome  of  life,  and  well  it  is  for 
the  boy  who,  having  been  brought  up  under  the  care  of  doting 
parents  and  sisters,  here  first  encounters,  and  thereby  accustoms 
himself  to,  the  hard  knocks  of  the  world,  and  is  thus  prepared  to 
cheerfully  bear  the  brunt  of  future  vicissitudes,  which  would 
otherwise  overwhelm  and  ruin  him.  Some  of  the  latently 
greatest  men  of  the  ages  have  died  in  obscurity,  simply  because 
they  lacked  the  stamina  demanded  of  one  who  would  become  "  a 
man  among  men."  Strong,  courageous  characters  rule  and  guide 
the  world ;  the  weak  and  timid  pass  unnoticed  and  unknown. 

What  loyal  son  of  "Penn."  will  ever  fail  to  recall,  with  a 
thrill  of  pleasure,  the  times  when,  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  his 
class-mates,  he  rushed  to  the  attack,  the  air  fairly  vibrating  with 
hoarse  challenging  yells  of  "  (),  Fresh !  "  "  O,  Soph ! "  from  a 
thousand  lusty  throats. 

These  fights  are  managed  by  the  upper  class-men,  and  are 
regular  under-class  events,  the  most  famous  being  "  The  Poster 
Fight,"  "The  College  Rush,"  "The  Wall  Fight,"  and,  finally,  the 
great  '"Bowl  Fight,"  which  marks  the  end  of  all  difterences 
between  the  Soj)liomore  and  Freshman  classes.  Among  the 
celebrations  the  "  May  Day  Sports  "  are  peculiar  to  the  men  of 
Pennsylvania.  They  had  their  origin  when,  in  1898,  the  students 
in  the  dormitories,  attired  in  their  night  clothes,  were  called  out 
by  some  of  their  number  to  celebrate  Dewey's  victory.  Ever 
since  that  night  the  1st  of  May  has  been  set  apart  for  a 
student  parade,  a  huge  bon-fire,  wrestling,  tug  of  wai-,  and  other 
sports.  Another  uni(iue  celebration  is  the  "  Sophomore  Crema- 
tion," in  which  the  Sophomores  pay  their  respects  to  the  members 
of  the  faculty,  and  burn  the  most  unpopular  ones  in  effigy. 

The  Greek  letter  fraternities,  however,  are  the  most  dominant 
factor  in  the  life  of  the  University  and  in  all  branches  of  its 
activities.  At  present  there  are  over  forty  of  these  represented 
by  chapters  at  Pennsylvania,  of  which  twenty  are  national 
literary   fraternities,   while   the   remainder  are   either   local    or 
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exclusively  professional.  The  literary  fraternities  have  a  mem- 
bership of  about  five  iinndred  men,  and  the  professional  and  local 
chapters  probably  as  many  more,  making  in  all  about  nine 
hundred  or  a  thousand  fraternity  men  out  of  a  student  body  of 
nearly  forty-five  hundred.  As  these  figures  indicate,  there  is  a 
large  and  powerful  body  of  barbarians.  The  feeling  between 
them  and  the  Greeks  is,  however,  a  very  cordial  one,  as  they 
naturally  look  to  the  fraternities  to  take  the  initiative  in  all  pro- 
gressive movements. 

With  the  approach  of  winter  the  fraternities  assume  their 
social  functions,  and  rare  indeed  the  day  without  its  reception, 
tea,  or  dance.  House  parties  are  quite  popular  among  them,  and 
hardly  a  chapter  that  isn't  the  home  of  a  bevy  of  beautiful 
maidens  at  some  time  during  the  college  year.  Each  house  main- 
tains its  own  table  and  dormitory,  so  the  fraternities  become  a 
home  in  reality,  and  the  close  brotherhood  thus  brought  about 
develops  into  life-long  friendship. 

Pennsylvania  Delta  has  a  very  pleasant  and  commodious 
home  at  No.  268  south  Thirty-Eighth  street.  West  Philadelphia. 
It  is  conveniently  located  for  the  use  of  the  brothers,  being  but 
one  block  from  the  University  grounds,  and  is  in  one  of  the  best 
residential  sections  of  the  city. 

The  house  is  of  graystone,  and  is  three  stories  high,  con- 
taining ten  large  rooms.  As  we  have  southern  exposure  along 
the  whole  of  one  side,  the  rooms  are  always  cheerful  and  bright 
during  the  day.  The  ivy,  growing  in  a  luxuriant  mass  on  this 
wall,  adds  much  to  the  picturesque  and  comfortable  atmosphere 
of  our  chapter  home.  Ah,  how  many  fond  associations  cluster 
around  those  rooms — now  we  are  at  dinner,  eveiy  place  is  tilled, 
and  the  jolly  banter  rises  incessantly  from  table  to  table;  then 
it  is  the  parlor,  and  the  fellows — some  grouped  around  the  piano, 
others  dancing  to  the  merry  tunes,  still  others  enjoying  an  evening 
chat — are  disporting  themselves  as  only  fraternity  brothers  can, 
their  minds  for  the  time  care-free  of  lessons;  again  we're  in  the 
chapter  room,  reading,  playing  games,  or,  if  it's  wintry  twilight, 
toasting  ourselves  before  the  open  hearth  as,  seated  on  the  arms 
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of  each  other's  chair,  we  sing  the  glories  of  our  alma  mater  in  the 
gathering  dusk.  Such  the  real  home  life  of  our  chapter.  These 
the  moments  cherished  in  the  inmost  recesses  of  our  memories^ 

Little  wonder,  then,  to  find  the  brothers  of  Pennsylvania 
Delta  going  forth  from  these  scenes  of  love  and  cheer  to  battle 
valiantly  in  the  life  of  the  University,  that  they  may  bring  honor  to 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  During  the  year  just  passed  our  chapter  roll 
was  composed  of  thirty-four  men,  representing  arts  and  science, 
Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce,  civil,  mechanical,  and 
electrical  engineering,  law,  medicine,  veterinary,  and  dentistry, 
and  in  the  many  diversified  activities  of  these  departments  we 
everywhere  find  them  taking  an  active  and  prominent  part. 
Pennsylvania  Delia  last  year  had  the  pitcher  on  the  'Varsity  base- 
ball team,  a  member  of  the  'Varsity  gymnasium  team,  one 
'Varsity  debater,  the  leader  and  two  members  of  the  University 
band,  the  vice-president  of  the  class  of  1910  dentistry,  two  men 
on  the  glee  club,  two  men  who  captained  three  of  the  winning 
teams  of  the  most  promineiit  debating  society,  the  presidents  of 
two  college  societies,  and  one  Sophomore  and  one  Senior  honor 
man.  Already  this  year  we  have  been  honored  in  having  one  of 
the  brothers  elected  a  member  of  the  'Varsity  Debate  Committee 

Although  our  greatest  efforts  are  naturally  directed  toward 
acquiring  a  prestige  and  influence  in  University  activities,  still  we 
do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  career  of  the  undergraduate  is 
brief  at  best,  and  that  it  is  as  an  alumnus  in  the  world  without 
that  he  has  the  opportunity  of  doing  the  name  of  the  fraternity 
and  the  chapter  the  greatest  good  or  the  greatest  evil. 

Since  the  companionship  and  example  of  those  with  whom 
we  associate  must  ever  possess  a  powerful  influence  in  the  forma- 
tion of  character,  we  demand  that  those  upon  whom  we  confer 
the  holy  bond  of  brotherhood  shall  be  men  of  high  ideals,  sterling 
worth,  and  clean  morals.  Then,  again,  the  welfare  of  the  frater- 
nity enjoins  us  to  affiliate  only  those  animated  by  the  true  frater- 
nal spirit.  What  we,  and  every  other  chapter  of  every  other 
fraternity  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  college  world, 
want,  are  men  who  will  develop  not  into  mere  men  in  the  frater-

Dear  Brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon : 

The  opening  of  the  academic  year  of  '08  and  '09  finds  Ver- 
mont Alpha  with  fifteen  brothers  ready  for  the  chapter  and 
academic  duties  of  the  new  year. 

The  summer  is  a  short  one  for  the  engineers,  the  two  upper 
classes  having  four  weeks  and  the  second  class  two  weeks  of 
work  in  the  field  immediately  preceding  the  fall  term. 

Of  Vermont  Alpha's  '08  brothers  one  is  in  the  Philippines 
and  one  is  assistant  commandant  here.  The  others  are  mostly 
in  the  West,  on  railroad  and  other  engineering  work. 

The  corps  is  about  to  go  in  camp  for  ten  days,  which  time 
will  be  divided  among  the  Fairs  in  this  State. 

For  some  time  past  the  matter  of  horses  has  been  considered, 
and  it  is  now  practically  assured  that  instruction  in  horsemanship 
will  begin  this  year.  The  United  States  Government  furnished 
us  last  year  with  field  artillery  and  cavalry  equipment  for  eighty- 
four  horses,  so  we  will  doubtless  have  instruction  in  both  these 
branches,  in  addition  to  infantry  and  signal  corps  instruction 
which  we  receive  at  present.

Our  Present  Product— What  ?

Fraternity  men  are  thinking  to-day,  thinking  as  never  tliey 
have  thought  before;  and  well  they  may  think.  "There's 
nothing  either  good  or  b;id,  but  thinking  makes  it  so,"  says 
Shakespeare,  and  while  this  is  only  half  a  truth  perhaps,  yet  the 
modern  fraternity  belongs  in  the  category  of  movements  which 
are  affected  either  as  good  or  bad  thoughts  are  put  into  action ; 
and  so  it  behooves  the  fraternity  world  to-day  to  think,  and  think 
with  thoughts  well  disciplined. 

What  a  growth  from  that  simple  little  group  of  years  ago! 
They  began  in  a  modest  way  to  meet  a  need  in  their  college  life ; 
the  germ  grew,  and  to-day  Greek  letter  fraternities  hold  a  mighty 
place  in  the  college  life  of  our  land.  An  organization  which 
claims  to  represent  the  cream  of  the  land,  socially,  morally,  and 
intellectually,  needs  to  be  constantly  thinking  of  the  awful 
responsibilit}'  resting  upon  it.  To  whom  is  a  dissolute  moral 
atmosphere  in  the  college  charged  to-day  ?  To  whom  are  the 
offending  pranks  of  hazers  charged?  Who  has  to  bear  the  brunt 
of  the  charge  that  athletics  is  given  first  place  in  this  or  that 
college?  At  whose  door  is  laid  a  large  share  of  blame  over  the 
results  of  dirty  college  athletics?  Is  it  not  the  fraternity  that 
has  to  make  most  of  the  explanations?  Other  men  are  thinking 
too.     They  see  our  place  of  power  and  influence.     They  realize 
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that  it  is  proper  to  charge  us  with  creating  the  modern  college 
atmosphere,  in  which  moves  the  student  with  his  perplexing 
problems,  his  numerous  temptations,  and  his  moulding  ideals; 
and  their  charge  is  fair.  It  is  not  only  fair,  but  it  is  honorable. 
If  we  are  not  able  to  meet  the  questions  of  thinking  men,  then 
we  had  better  close  doors  and  cease  forever  trying  to  do  business. 
Are  we  making  good?  Is  the  modern  fraternity  delivering  the 
goods?    If  not,  why  not? 

The  real  cry  of  the  world  to-day  is  not  for  more  wealth. 
There's  plenty  of  wealth  in  our  broad  lands.  'Tis  not  for  more 
pleasure;  'tis  not  for  more  health.  The  real  cry  of  the  world  is 
for  more  men.  The  place  of  the  sissy  and  the  mollycoddle  has 
gotten  too  hot  for  him,  and  the  profligate  and  the  coward  are 
being  hounded  from  the  land.  Men,  more  men !  is  the  cry  of  a 
needy  world.  Unless  we  are  meeting  that  cry  with  a  satisfactory 
answer  and  delivering  the  product,  our  colors  are  trailing  in  the 
dust  and  our  position  is  doomed. 

The  real  man  possesses  three  things — a  perfect  body,  a  capa- 
ble mind,  and  a  noble  soul.  'Tis  for  such  the  cry  is  going  up ; 
the  quantity  meets  the  demand,  the  quality  too  often  falls  below 
par.  The  ring  of  true  steel  always  strengthens  the  fighter,  and 
the  ring  of  true,  manly  metal  is  what  a  nervous  world  is  longing 
for. 

The  fraternity  has  always  stood  for  a  perfect  body  in  her 
men.  She  has  produced  the  greatest  athletes  in  gymnasium,  on 
gridiron,  and  on  track,  and  her  records  in  this  respect  are  very 
fair.  But  is  the  result  sufficient  to  make  good  her  claims  in  this 
direction  ?  Should  we  not  be  more  rigid  in  demanding  that  fra- 
ternity men  should  universally  present  a  perfect  physique  to  the 
world  ?  How  about  those  weaklings  in  our  ranks  suffering  from 
the  effects  of  sin  in  their  bodies  ?  We  are  being  judged  by  the 
physical  appearance  of  our  men  in  general,  not  by  the  splendid 
build  and  great  deeds  of  our  star  athletes. 

The  May  number  of  a  great  fraternity  quarterly  published 
the  following  stanza,  which  we  quote,  and  which  we  read  with 
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almost  a  shudder  as  we   thought   of   the   results  to  that  great 
organization  should  such  an  ideal  be  really  achieved  : 
"  On  land  or  sea,  where'er  j^ou  meet, 

'The  proper  thing  to  do  is  treat; 

For  when  two  hearts  heave  sigh  for  sigh, 

There  is  no  harm  in  a  little  rye 

To  bind  the  grip  of  a  Delta  Chi." 

Such  a  treat  as  that  is  but  a  treat  to  future  misery  for  self, 
for  wife,  for  children,  for  eternity.  When  such  are  our  ideals 
the  perfect  body  is  never  found,  and  the  charge  against  us  that 
we  are  not  "  delivering  the  goods  "  must  be  met  with  lowered 
head  and  flushed  cheeks.  The  fraternity  man  should  ever 
remember  that  he  is  part  of  a  great  organization,  to  which  the 
world  is  looking  with  longing  yet  critical  eyes. 

"  Sow  a  thought,  you  reap  an  act ; 
Sow  an  act,  you  reap  a  habit ; 
Sow  a  habit,  you  reap  a  character ; 
Sow  a  character,  you  reap  a  destiny." 

The  goods  are  delivered  only  as  each  man  does  his  part. 
But,  in  the  second  place,  a  real  man  possesses  a  capable  mind. 
What  is  a  capable  mind?  It  is  one  that  is  thoroughly  under 
control.  It  is  one,  therefore,  that  thinks  high  thoughts.  The 
impure  thought  finds  no  place  in  the  capable  mind.  The  man 
with  a  capable  mind  is  the  only  man  who  is  going  to  be  able  to 
meet  the  intricate  issues  of  our  intense  times.  He  goes  into 
business,  into  the  professorship,  on  the  bench,  out  into  the  field 
of  politics,  into  the  pulpit — everywhere  ;  but  there  is  always  with 
him  the  masterful  self-consciousness  that  his  mind  is  right  and 
can  be  depended  upon.  Men  look  to  him  at  critical  times,  and 
feel  that  they  are  not  to  be  disappointed.  And  so  a  capable  mind 
is  one  of  the  re(iuisites  of  true  manhood.  When  clas.ses  are 
shirked,  when  social  life  is  given  too  much  ascendancy,  when 
faculty  reproof  and  correction  are  laughed  at,  and  when  the 
entire  atmosphere  of  the  fraternity  hall  is  foreign  to  scholarship 
(and  therefore  to  the  development  of  capable  minds),  we  are  fail- 
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ing  to  "deliver  the  goods"  again.  Our  men  are  being  turned 
out  in  a  one-sided  fashion  ;  our  present  product  is  dwarfed. 

That  which  makes  man  eternal  is  his  soul,  and  only  a  noble 
soul  can  look  forward  to  a  noble  eternity.  'Tis  very  true  that 
"eternity  is  just  what  we  make  it  here,"  and  tlie  cry  of  the  world 
for  more  noble-souled  men  is  but  the  cry  after  that  long-lost  con- 
dition when  there  was  no  sin  here.  And  what  are  some  of  the 
qualities  by  which  a  noble  soul  is  known  ? 

A  noble  soul  is  capable  of  anger — not  the  anger  which  is 
occasioned  by  sharp  words,  and  cruel  blows,  and  broken  friend- 
ships, but  the  anger  which  is  righteous  and  which  is  magnificent 
in  self-control.  The  noble  soul  never  shows  a  weak  anger.  It 
sides  only  with  justice  and  love,  and  its  anger  smoulders  like 
that  which  lay  in  the  breast  of  Washington  and  our  forefathers, 
breaking  forth  only  to  protect  virtue  and  liberty,  and  dying  away 
in  mighty  deeds. 

It  is  also  capable  of  courage.  Physical  courage  is  a  common 
sight.  There  are  thousands  of  men  Avho  can  look  a  gun  squarely 
in  the  face  with  never  a  tremor ;  but  how  few  are  there  who 
possess  that  other  courage  which  is,  after  all,  the  true  test  of 
nobleness — namely,  moral  courage.  How  many  men  are  there  in 
the  world  to-day  who  are  ready,  like  the  great  General  Grant, 
when  the  smutty  joke  is  on  the  round,  to  say,  "  Stop  ;  there  are 
gentlemen  present?"  How  many  men  have  the  moral  courage 
to  defend  That  Name  which  is  the  embodiment  of  all  that  man- 
hood and  character  stands  for,  and  when  they  hear  His  name  in 
the  vilest  oath,  defend  it  as  the  name  of  a  Friend  who  did  not 
stop  even  at  death  to  pay  the  price.  Behind  that  heart  which 
doesn't  quail  beneath  the  most  impending  danger  there  is  often 
standing  the  moral  coward,  and  of  all  the  contemptible  men  in 
the  world  to-day  he  is  the  most  contemptible.  Again  the  old  saw 
that  "A  chain  is  just  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link  "  holds  true  ; 
and  thinking  fraternity  men  need  to  think  seriously  whether  or 
not  we  are  measuring  up  to  our  responsibility  in  our  present 
production. 

But  there' is  one  other  quality  of  the  noble  soul  which  we 
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cannot  overlook,  and  that  is  love.  The  very  basis  of  our  organiza- 
tions must  naturally  be  love — not  love  that  is  merely  external, 
but  a  love  that  lies  deep  enough  to  be  negative  as  well  as  posi- 
tive, and  ke^i  us  from  doing  things  that  we  should  not  do.  To 
give  our  last  dollar  to  a  needy  fraternity  mate  is  a  noble  trait, 
but  how  much  more  noble  to  give  to  him  a  confidence  that  he 
knows  will  never  shift,  and  a  heart  that  will  never  reveal  his 
secrets.  It  is  a  love  that  refrains  from  doing  the  little  mean- 
nesses, that  spurns  the  back-biting  tongue,  that  never  forgets  the 
little  courtesies  that  make  life  sweet,  and  at  the  same  time  is 
ever  ready  to  go  to  the  end  in  great  service,  which  is  the  love 
that  men  want. 

Such  love  does  not  stop  in  showing  itself  in  acts  to  brother 
men,  but  it  remembers  that  a  great  God  once  loved  men  so  much 
that  an  only-begotten  Son  was  not  too  great  a  price  to  pay  for 
their  lives;  and  so  the  truly  noble  soul  strives  to  approximate 
the  perfect  character  of  that  Son,  and  learns  to  blaze  in  the 
beauty  of  a  life  backed  by  a  great  incentive  to  be  Christ-like. 

How  far  short  is  our  present  product  falling?  How 
strive  we? 

"  Lead  me,  oh,  lead  me  deeper  into  life. 
This  struggling  human  life,  where 
Thou  liv'st  and  breath 'st  still. 
And  hold'st  Thy  sway  divine. 
'Tis  here  where  the  struggle's  fiercest. 
Here,  O  pitying  Christ,  where  Thee  I  find ; 
Here  where  the  sun  beats  down  upon  the  highway 
Thronged  with  men.     And  in  the  raging  mart. 
Lead,  oh,  deeper  lead  my  soul 
Into  the  living  world  of  souls 
Where  Thou  dost  move.     But  lead  me 
Where'er  Thou  wilt,  only  that  I  may  find, 
At  the  long  journey 's  end,  Thy  image  there, 
And  grow  more  like  to  it."

If  the  diu's  of  good  spirits  and  fairies  should  suddenlj^ 
return,  and  one  from  that  unseen  world  should  drop  in  on  us,  and 
say,  "  Wish  just  one  thing  for  2  $  E,  and  it  shall  be  granted," 
we  confess,  with  little  shame,  that  one  of  the  wishes  over  which 
there  would  be  hot  debate,  in  the  effort  to  decide  upon  the  best, 
would  be,  "  We  wish  that  every  2  ^E"  E  might  occupy,  for  a  time 
at  least,  the  editor's  chair,  and  learn,  experimentally,  of  its  many, 
many  trials."  We  venture  also  the  assertion  that  all  other 
fraternity  editors  feel  even  as  we  do. 

In  particular,  we  wish  to  say  something  about  the  writing 
of  chapter  letters.  Letter  writing  of  any  kind  is  an  art ;  it 
requires  consummate  skill,  if  properly  done.  Therefore,  select 
your  chapter  correspondent  with  this  in  view.  You  cannot 
place  a  little  helpless  infant  before  a  tall,  gleaming  shaft  of 
marble,  »nd  expect  the  little  one  to  climb  to  its  summit.  To 
some  men  the  prospect  of  having  to  write  a  chapter  letter  is  just 
as  hopeless  as  the  task  set  before  that  baby  ;  and  so  we  would 
emphasize  this  fact — select  the  man  with  deliberate  thought  for 
his  work.  He  may  not  be  the  man  you  would  like  to  have,  but, 
from  amongst  available  material,  he  should  certainly  be  the 
choicest  man.  Let  him  be  a  man  who  cwi  write,  who  will 
write,  who  will  write  promptly,  and  who,  above  all  things  else, 
loves  to  write ;  and  you'll  find  yourself  looking  forw^ard  to  the 
arrival  of  your  copy  of  The  Journal. 

But  then,  even,  there  are  some  things  he  can  learn  from  the 
editor.  For  example  :  He  should  write  clearly  and  legibly  w'hat 
he  has  to  say  (and  such  a  man  as  we  describe  above  will  find 
plenty,  not  only  in  chapter  life,  but  in  the  teeming  life  of  the 
campus,  upon  which  to  focus  his  powers).  He  should  remember 
that  variety  is  the  spice  of  life.  Let  him  take  his  lesson  here 
from  nature,  now  presenting  to  the  world  every  variety  of  beauty 
in  color  and  life,  in  order  that  she  may  strengthen  and  invigorate 
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men.  It  may  sound  foolish  to  advise,  also,  that  a  beginning  and 
an  end  be  made  to  evei-y  letter,  and  yet,  frequently,  if  pages 
were  not  numbered,  it  would  be  like  trying  to  solve  a  Chinese 
puzzle  to  tell  which  was  Alpha  and  which  was  Omega.  Some- 
times the  editor,  after  puzzling  for  days  over  the  material  at 
hand,  "  screws  his  courage  up  to  the  sticking  point,"  and  re-writes 
as  best  he  can,  guessing  as  he  goes,  and  praying  that  he  may,  at 
the  same  time,  escape  enrollment  in  the  Ananias  Club.  To  say 
the  least,  it  seems  unkind  to  place  a  hard-working  editor  in  any 
such  danger.  Again,  let  us  watch  details — e.  g.^  in  sending  in  a 
=new  brother's  name  always  send  full  name,  the  class  in  which  he 
belongs,  and  his  town  address;  to  be  concrete — James  Porter 
Savedge,  1911  or  '11,  Highland,  Ky.  Be  careful  to  space  properly, 
and  to  write  on  only  one  side  of  the  paper — good  paper,  too ; 
and,  where  it  is  possible,  send  in  a  type-written  letter.  Let  us 
remember  that  the  editor's  heart  swells  with  joy  or  is  heavy 
with  sadness  just  as  The  Journal  is  a  good  or  bad  number. 
The  chapter  letter  plays  a  most  important  part  in  all  this,  and 
once  again  we  plead  for  more  thorough  work  along  this  line.

Food  for  reflection  concerning  the  selection  of  convention 
delegates  can  be  secured  from  the  following  words  from  B  0  IT : 
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"There  is  sometimes  a  tendency  to  begin  the  selection  by 
finding  out  who  can  go,  and  then  making  tlie  selection  from  those 
that  be  thus  available.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
thing  to  do  ig  to  select  the  best  representative,  and  then,  if  there 
are  obstacles  to  his  going,  to  make  lively  etforts  to  remove  them. 

"  I  would  further  suggest  that  there  is  a  strong  reason  for 
selecting  the  delegate  from  the  Junior  class,  and  this  is  that  if  a 
Senior  is  selected  he  will  in  all  probability  have  no  opportunity 
of  making  a  report  to  the  chapter,  so  that  one  of  the  most  valua- 
ble results  of  sending  a  delegate  is  entirely  lost  to  the  chapter. 

"The  delegate  selected  should  study  the  minutes  of  the  last 
two  or  three  conventions,  together  with  all  the  exhibits,  so  as  to 
become  familiar  with  the  pi'ocedure  of  organizing  the  convention 
and  accomplishing  its  work,  with  the  action  taken  in  recent  years 
and  the  general  policy  of  the  conventions,  and  with  the  names  of 
the  principal  officers  and  convention-goers.  A  great  deal  of  help 
can  be  gotten  by  talking  with  the  delegate  of  the  last  convention, 
if  you  can  get  hold  of  him.  In  this  way  the  delegate  can  be 
from  the  very  start  a  useful,  intelligent  member  of  the  conven- 
tion." 


Sigma  Phi  Epsilox  probably  may  be  rated  as  the  best  pro- 
portioned Greek  letter  fraternity  in  the  United  States.  This  will 
be  seen  by  a  study  of  the  article  and  table  of  statistics  prepared 
by  Chastain  Wilson  Haynes,  in  4>  A  0  Scroll: 

"  An  accompanying  table  shows  the  percentage  of  the  living 
chapters  of  each  fraternity  located  in  each  of  the  grand  divisions 
of  Canada,  the  East,  West,  and  South.  The  last  colunni  shows 
the  total  variation  from  the  average  of  all  of  those  fraternities 
which  have  any  real  claim  to  being  national  in  their  extent.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  <i>  A  0  has  a  smaller  total  variation  from 
the  average  than  any  except  A  T  Q,  ^  K  2,  and  2  ^  E,  none  of 
which  are  represented  in  Canada.     It  Avould  seem  that  the  claim 
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of  $  A  0  to  being  the  most  truly  national  of  all  fraternities  is 
sustained  by  the  facts.

"This  table  shows  in  which  sections  the  porportionate 
strength  of  each  fraternity  lies.  Only  two  fraternities  have  their 
entire  number  of  chapters  in  any  one  division — A  X  P  in  the 
East  and  n  K  A  in  the  South.  The  percentage  to  total  chapters 
for  the  three  divisions  of  the  United  States  are  pretty  close,  the 
large  number  of  chapters  of  fraternities  exclusively  Eastern,  or 
neally  so,  being  counterbalanced  by  the  fraternities  largely  or 
purely    Southern;    while    those   fraternities   originating   in   the 
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Western  division  have,  without  exception,  become  national  in 
extent,  and  this  section  has  also  been  the  common  meeting  ground 
of  those  Southern  and  Eastern  fraternities  which  have  extended 
beyond  their  own  division.  2  X  is  the  only  fraternity  which  has 
more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  chapters  in  the  West." 


At  a  time  when  chapter  house  ownership  is  being  much 
discussed  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  ranks,  no  little  interest  will  be 
shown  in  a  letter  published  in  the  Delta,  of  2  N,  from  the  pen 
of  William  Raymond  Baird,  editor  of  Beta  T/ieta  Pi.  In  his 
letter,  Mr.  Baird  writes  that  he  is  opposed  to  any  centralized 
plan  of  house  ownership,  although  he  favors  a  centralized  form 
of  government,  and  would  be  pleased  to  see  his  fraternity  ruled 
by  one  man.  Of  his  plan  for  building  chapter  houses  the  noted 
Greek  writes : 

"  Now  my  plan  is  this.  Urge  each  chapter  to  save,  save, 
save,  until  it  has  at  least  12,000.  Urge  each  chapter  to  take 
from  each  initiate  his  note  for  at  least  1100,  payable  in  five  equal 
instalments  beginning  two  years  after  he  leaves  college.  Form 
a  stock  corporation  among  the  alumni,  one  corporation  for  each 
chapter,  and  sell  as  much  stock  as  you  can  at  par.  Don't 
promise  any  profits.  There  won't  be  any,  but  it  insures  certainty 
of  ownership,  and  provides  that  the  stock  shall  never  pass  from 
the  ownership  of  a  2  N.  Then  sell  bonds,  possibly  among  these 
same  alumni,  and  a  few  others,  agreeing  to  pay  6  per  cent, 
interest  (if  the  rate  can  be  made  lower  so  much  the  better),  and 
agree  to  secure  this  by  a  second  mortgage. 

"  Now,  suppose  a  chapter  house  has  100  members,  alumni 
and  undergraduate — 

It  will  save,  say $2,000  00 

It  will  sell  stock,  say 2,500  00 

It  will  sell  bonds,  say 3,000  00 

$7,500  00 

"  With  this  money  it  can  build  a  $15,000  house,  giving  a 
first  mortgage  for  the  other  $7,500.     This  should  be  rented  to  the 
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chapter  at  a  rent  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  mortgage 
and  on  the  bonds,  the  taxes,  and  repairs.  The  contribution  of 
1100  from  each  initiate  will  gradually  but  surely  pay  off  the 
bonds  and  the  mortgage.  Each  man  who  pays  in  money  should 
get  stock  for  it. 

"  There  is  a  plan  that  has  worked  200  times  within 
the  last  five  years,  and  is  working  all  right  now.  It  places  the 
ultimate  burden  of  acquiring  the  house  on  the  men  who  use  it, 
but  it  secures  the  present  help  of  the  alumni  who  can  help.  It 
is,  however,  their  own  affair,  and  is  managed,  in  each  case,  by 
men  they  know,  and  not  by  a  lot  of  officers  elected  at  a  conven- 
tion in  a  distant  city  by  a  lot  of  irresponsible  boys." 


From  the  following  words  it  is  seen  that  2  N  is  awake  to 
the  New  England  situation  : 

"There  are  some  twenty  colleges  in  New  England  which 
have  chapters  of  the  various  national  fraternities.  Many  of  these 
are  small,  or  so  crowded  with  fraternities  that  one  would  pass 
them  by  as  possible  fields  for  a  fraternity  which  exacts  a  high 
standard  from  petitioners.  Others  are  progressive  and  aft'ord 
ample  opportunity.  All,  however,  are  old,  and  have  large  bodies 
of  alumni,  which  include  many  of  the  most  influential  men  in  our 
country.  In  a  word,  these  college  alumni  are  a  tremendous  factor 
in  the  political,  social,  and  professional  life  of  America. 

"  Aside  from  considerations  of  this  problem  from  the  stand- 
point of  our  national  organization  and  development,  there  are 
very  sufficient  reasons  why  we  should  encourage  proper  exten- 
sion in  New  England  as  performing  an  obligation  we  owe  to  the 
chapters  already  established  here.  Inter-chapter  comnmnication 
is  one  of  the  rights  of  a  chapter  and  an  inspiiution  to  fraternity 
zeal  and  loyalty.  It  also  arouses  a  broader  sentiment,  and 
encourages  a  more  cordial  attitude  among  men  and  institutions. 
It  often  prevents  a  chapter  from  lapsing  into  a  comatose  state, 
and  spurs  it  on  in  friendly  rivalry  to  excel  its  neighbor  in  merit 
and  achievement.     What  could  be  accomplished  along  these  lines 
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by  the  establishment  of  two  or  three  more  chapters  can  scarcely 
be  realized  by  any  one  who  has  not  investigated  carefully  the 
special  needs  of  New  England." 


"  Since  man  learned  to  create  wants  he  has  I'ealized  a  depend- 
ence upon  his  fellows.  And  centuries  have  passed  since  certain 
select  bodies  met  in  seci-et  to  unite  individuals  in  the  bonds  of 
fellowship,  and  establish  foundations  that  will  endure  as  long  as 
civilized  man  exists. 

"The  fraternity  man  is  often  asked,  '  If  the  principles  of  your 
order  are  of  good  intent,  why  need  they  be  secret?'  The  short 
and  true  reply  is,  '  Because  seltish  individuals,  eccentric  minds, 
and  human  parasites  infest  society.'" — Pi  Kappa  Alpha  Shield 
and  Bamxer. 


Here  is  something  to  think  about  from  the  ATA  Rainhoxo : 
"  What  becomes  of  the  badge  when  a  brother  dies  was  the 
question  I  asked  myself?  What  ought  to  become  of  it  is  perhaps 
as  pertinent  a  query  ?  This  all  was  started  in  my  mind  (and  I 
wondered  if  it  ever  occurred  to  any  one  else  to  ask  the  question) 
when  a  few  years  ago  an  aunt  of  mine  gave  me  my  favorite 
uncle's  pin,  which  he  had  treasured  wich  great  devotion  since  his 
graduation  in  1854.  I  kept  it  a  matter  of  eight  years,  perhaps, 
and  finally,  one  day,  wrote  his  old  chapter  (he  belonged  to  one  of 
the  oldest  fraternities)  offering  to  give  it  to  them  if  they  could 
suggest  some  disposition  of  it  which  I  would  approve.  They 
replied  that  their  custom  Avas  to  frame  the  badge,  which  was 
imbedded  in  velvet,  in  a  deep  frame,  with  name,  class  honors, 
attainments,  and  year  of  death,  and  place  it  on  the  wall  of  their 
chapter  hall.  That  struck  me  as  a  good  idea,  and  I  gave  my 
uncle's  badge  to  them." 


"  The  fraternity  at  large  can  scarcely  appreciate  the  advan- 
tages that  accrue  from  a  mid-convention  meeting  of  the  Council. 
Few  fraternity  men  realize  the  volume  of  business  that  has  to  be

transacted  by  a  large  national  fraternity,  and  only  those  who 
have  taken  an  active  part  in  the  administration  know  how  often 
the  officers  have  to  deal  with  matters  that  become  tedious  when 
they  must  be  handled  entirely  by  correspondence.  There  are 
some  problems  over  which  there  is  sure  to  arise  a  difference  of 
opinion  that  would  hold  them  over  until  convention  time,  if  it 
were  not  possible  for  those  who  are  called  upon  to  decide  to  meet 
for  a  thorough  discussion.  Those  who  have  attended  our  recent 
national  conventions,  particularly  those  delegates  who  have  been 
on  committees,  know  what  a  task  it  is  to  transact  in  three  or  four 
days  the  business  that  has  accumulated  in  two  years.  The 
meeting  of  the  Council  makes  it  possible  to  dispose  of  many 
things  that  would  tend  to  congest  a  convention,  thus  taking 
valuable  time  that  should  be  devoted  to  those  things  that  only  a 
convention  can  decide." — Sigma  Alpha  JEpsilon  Record. 


An  article  taken  from  the  June  Rainboio^  of  ATA, 
demonstrates  that  ^  $  E  is  not  alone  in  its  stand  on  a  certain 
question : 

"  The  season  is  now  approaching  when  many  of  our  mem- 
bers' badges  are  especially  prone  to  degenerate  from  their 
proper  rank  as  a  distinguishing  public  mark  of  Delt  membership 
to  a  jewelry  adornment  of  some  summer  girl. 

"  Karneas  have  repeatedly  adopted  resolutions  condemning 
this  '  lending '  of  the  Delt  badge  to  girls,  and  recommending 
the  restriction  of  its  wearing  to  members  of  the  fraternity  alone. 
We  hope  that  some  time  the  day  will  come  when  a  Delt  will  so 
appreciate  the  sentiment  and  significance  of  his  badge  that  he 
would  never,  for  a  minute,  entertain  the  thought  of  allowing  it 
outside  his  own  possession." 


The  Shield  and  Diamond^  of  H  K  A,  presents  an  old 
theme  in  the  following  forceful  style  : 

"  Lastly,  the  ideal  fraternity  man  should  be  a  good  man 
morally.     The  influence  of  any  fraternity  can  be  for  good  or  bad ; 
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if  for  the  good,  a  man  feels  proud  of  his  connection  with  the 
fraternity,  and,  when  college  days  are  over,  will  look  back  with 
pride  upon  the  influence  for  better  life  that  his  fraternity  has 
continually  thrown  out.  However,  if  for  the  bad,  one  never  can, 
in  future  life,  look  back  with  pleasure  upon  days  spent  in  the 
active  ranks  of  a  fraternity.  A  man's  whole  life  is  definitely 
shaped  in  three  to  five  years  spent  in  college,  and,  therefore, 
should  be  rightfully  guarded  lest  he  fall  by  the  wayside  when 
he  begins  to  do  his  work  in  the  world's  arena."

The  Beta  chapter  of  0  H,  at  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School, 
has  been  revived,  after  some  ten  years  of  inactivity. 

r  $,  a  local  athletic  fraternity,  established  at  Ohio  State 
seven  years  ago,  will  soon  branch  out  into  a  national  athletic  fra- 
ternity. 

The  Virginia  Chapter  of  K  2  has  succeeded  in  raising  the 
required  amount  to  begin  construction  of  a  home  that  is  to  be  a 
parental  roof  for  K  2. 

The  only  fraternity  having  a  burial  service  is  X  O.  One  was 
adopted  years  ago  by  K  2,  but  never  was  used.  K  A  (Southern) 
has  recently  advocated  the  adoption  of  a  burial  ceremony. 

A  2  P,  an  honorary  fraternity  founded  in  1905,  has  had 
rapid  growth.  Chapters  have  been  established  at  the  Universi- 
ties of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Chicago, 
Northwestern,  Illinois,  and  Iowa. 

The  K  A  sorority  has  entered  Illinois  Wesleyan  University 
and  Iowa  State  College ;  2  K  entered  Illinois  Wesleyan  and 
Denver ;  K  A  ®  has  entered  the  University  of  Washington ; 
AAA  has  entered  Colby  ;  the  A  F  A  sorority  has  chapters  at 
Wisconsin,  Syracuse,  and  Wesleyan. 

The  following  fraternities  have  strictly  heraldic  coat  of-arms  : 
A  X  P,  4>  A  @,  2  X,  2  A  E,  A  T  A,  A  K  E,  <t  r  A,  B  0  n,  A  A  ^, 
'I'  Y,  Z  *,  2  N,  Southern  K  A.  K  2  is  considering  a  new  coat-of- 
arms  that  will  be  correct  from  the  heraldic  view-point.  The 
heraldry  of  some  of  the  fraternities  is  wildly  weird,  but  is 
improving. — Exchange. 
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"  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  a  K  A  chapter  at  Syracuse,  and 
Sigma  Clii  has  a  Z  *  chapter  at  Cincinnati.  The  adoption  of 
the  name  of  a  well-known  fraternity  as  a  chapter  name  tends  to 
confusion." — Beta  Theta  Pi. 

For  Mr.  Baird's  information  it  may  he  said  that  under  our 
recently  adopted  system  the  chapter  at  Syracuse  is  known  as 
New  York  Alpha. 

A  writer  in  the  Shield  and  Diamond,  of  11  K  A,  urges  that 
fraternity  to  enter  the  colleges  of  the  Southwest,  of  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  Arizona,  and  New  Alexico,  as  an  uncrowded  fraternity 
field.  The  last  two  have  State  universities.  Arizona  has  one  of 
some  promise,  but  New  Mexico  has  divided  its  forces  and  has 
two  or  three  State  institutions.  It  is  a  progressive,  growing 
section,  and  no  doubt  many  active  fraternity  men  are  watching 
its  development  with  the  idea  of  establishing  chapters  as  soon 
as  they  think  the  time  has  arrived. 

T  K  A  is  the  name  of  an  honorary  oratorical  fraternity, 
which  was  founded  on  May  13th,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Indiana,  Hon.  II.  T.  Miller,  $  A  0,  in  the  State 
house  at  Indianapolis.  He  was  elected  national  president ; 
Oswald  Ryan,  $  A  0,  of  Butler  College,  who  originated  the  idea, 
was  elected  secretary ;  and  W.  H.  Lynn,  $  A  0,  of  Wabash 
College,  was  elected  treasurer.  Only  male  students  who  have 
taken  honors  in  oratory  in  the  colleges  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship. 

2  A  E  now  has  a  chapter  at  Dartmouth  ;  Cornell  has  a 
chapter  of  A  X  O;  IT  K  A  has  invaded  the  University  of 
Georgia;  A  T  O  entered  Iowa  State  College,  absorbing  the 
Black  Hawk  Club ;  the  pioneer  of  fiaternities  in  I^tah  is  2  X, 
which  has  established  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Utah  ; 
A  $  is  now  found  at  Virginia ;  there  has  been  installed  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  a  chapter  of  0  A  X;  $  A  $  now  has  a 
chapter  at  the  University  of  Southern  California,  and  A  X  2,  a 
chemical  professional  fraternity,  has  been  added  to  the  list  at  the 
University  of  Illinois.

The  University  of  Illinois  now  has  a  librarj^  of  over  103,000 
volumes,  and  conducts  a  library  school. 

Allegheny  has  a  new  165,000  commons,  called  Cochran  Hall, 
given  by  Mrs,  S.  P.  Cochran,  of  Pittsburg.  It  contains  a  recep- 
tion hall,  dining  room  for  150,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms,  a  large  room 
for  general  purposes,  sleeping  rooms,  guests'  suite,  baths,  and 
bowling  alleys. 

The  University  of  Florida  has  just  completed  its  second 
year.  This  institution  was  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the 
three  State  colleges  located  at  Tallahassee,  Lake  City,  and  Gaines- 
ville. The  University  is  located  at  Gainesville.  The  college  at 
Tallahassee  has  become  a  college  for  women,  and  the  college  at 
Lake  City  an  agricultural  college. 

The  new  biological  laboratory  is  nearing  completion  at  the 
University  of  North  C/arolina.  This  building  is  quite  an  addition 
to  the  equipment  of  this  university,  and  deserves  especial 
mention,  as  it  is  the  only  building  constructed  for  this  purpose 
in  the  South.  The  University  of  Virginia  has  a  separate 
building  for  biology,  but  it  was  not  built  for  this  purpose,  and  is 
not  as  well  suited  for  laboratories.  The  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, of  course,  has  separate  buildings  for  all  the  sciences,  but 
this  institution  is  not  in  the  same  class,  as  it  has  mainly  to  do 
with  post-graduate  courses. 

Ground  was  broken  June  1st  for  the  School  of  Mines,  the 
first  building  in  the  proposed  group  of  thirty,  which  will 
constitute  the  new  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
building  will  be  erected  at  Bayard  and  Parkman  streets,  and 
cost  about  $175,000.  The  School  of  Mines  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  most  popular  institutions  of  the  kind  in  Pennsylvania,  owing 
to  its  location  in  the  very  heart  of  the  bituminous  coal  fields  of 
the  Appalachian  system,  and  in  the  most  richly  productive  oil 
fields  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  Some  of  the  largest  mines  and 
smelting  works  in  the  country  are  accessible  to  students  within 
a  few  minutes'  ride  of  the  city  by  rail  or  electric  cars.
